YOUNG CHINA. 


Effect of Foreign Education. 


The fact tbat many thousands 
of Chinese go abroad for educa: 
tion has of late provoked the 
widespread comment that very 
few came to Great Britain for 
that purpose.. writes Mr. David 
Frazer inthe Timex. | 

Sapan in recent years has had 
as many as 20,090 Chinese stud- 
ents at one time, and if this pum- 
ber has greatly decreased, owing 
to the unhapps political relations 
batween the two countries, it re- 
mains that several thousands are 
sow studying in Tokyo, while 
fewer than three hundred can_be 
found in all Great Britain. The 
United States, on the other hand, 
is higbly popular with the Chinese 
ard two thousand fiva hundred 
can be counted in the universities 
there at the present momect. 
France is another country to 
whieh many Chinese go io pur- 
suit of education, and in Ger- 
many there are now more thanin 
Great Britain. Even Switzerland 
and Belgie: have 5 consilerable 
number of pafrons. 

So far ag Europe and America 
are concerad, the last oamed has 
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always been preferred by the 
Chinese Because of the shorter 
and less expensive voyage, the 
comparative nearness of America, 
in particolar, being a-reason for 
selection, owing to the facility of 
retut in case of necessity. 

There is anotber reason, how- 
ever, why so many Chinese stud- 
ents are to be found in the United 
States. 

THE BOXER ESDEMSNITY. 

The government of that coun- 
try had in hand an unexpended 
portion of the Boxer Indemnity, 
and about ten.years ago decided 
ta devote it to the education of 
Chinese. The money is now be- 
ing spent, partially on groundiag 
a number of Chinese scholars in. 
China in foreign sudjects, and 
partially in masiotaining them 
ghoreafter at college in America. 
‘A Bill bas just passed the U.S. 
Senate! and, will shorthy bacome 
law, entirely remitting the Ameri+ 
can share of the Boxer Indem- 
nity, with the purpasa of expend- 
ing the faod on extending 
the facilities for the education of 
Chinese. Japan hitherto has made 
no special eodesvour to attract 
Chinese stadents, but the 
Japanese Press has been advocat- 
ing, sod it is understood that the 
Japanese Government is.-con- 
sideriog the quastion of remitting 
the Boxer Indemnity with the 
object of devoting the money to 
the education of Chinese. 

British 


It has tong been felt by 

in China that Great Britain was 
losing by weglecting to attract 
Chinese students in numbers 
corresponding to the thousands 
whogo to Japan, America, and 
France at the impressionable age. 
Every. young Chinese who 
acquires education abroad returas 
home as & cooscious or uncon. 
scious advocate of the culture and 
standards of the cauoszry wherein 
big mind and outlook have been 
developed. 


GERMAN MILITARY IDEAS. 

The Ministries in Pekiog and 
the provincial offices are filled 
with foreign trained students, 
who influence affairs in con- 
sonance with the practice they 
have observed abfoad. German- 
trained officers have imported 
German military ideas, and 
Krupp has profited by it. In one 
“public office, practically rua by 
Japan-trained stadenta, certain 
admirable proposals put forward 
by-a highly competent Chinese 
medical man educated in England 
wore répestedly shelved because 
the proposer was in a hopeless 
minority. . as 


AND 
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China invariably goes to the 
United States for her political 
formulse, because so many of her 
young men are_imbued with 
American political notions.” In 
the railway departments the 
current sets strongly in favour of 
American practice as regards 
atandardization, accountancy, and 
soforth. In the schools Japanese 
and American text-books have a 
great ‘vogue,. while British are 
neglected because they bave so 
fow advoca’zs. . 

China to-day is rua, so far as 
all public odices are concasned, 
bs the younger mea who bave 
acquired foreign education either 
at home or abroad. Their nem- 
bers, in proportior to the -total 
population, are infinitesimal, but 
in fFect-tt is this . compara- 
tive . few, acting as tbe 
clerigal-—and_—_advi u 
of the old-fashioned maniarins 
and ignorant military rulers 
who ate exercising incslculable 
inftaence in political, social, and 
economic development. In this 
small baz highly important class, 
British-trained young men are 
conspicuous by their scarcity. If 
it were nos for those educated in 
British missionary  echosts in 
Chins, many of ‘whom occupy 
good positions, British culture 
anistendards would be almost 
urknown to the younger gener- 
ation in Chins. oe 


BRITISH ACTION. 


Of late the British Government, 
moved by urgent representations 
from British quarters ia China, 
bas begun totake an interest in 
the subject. The Foreign Office 
bas appointed a Committee, ia- 
cluding several men intimately 
acquainted with conditions in 
China, to report on the sitoation 
andto: make recommendatioas. 
Unfottunately, no indication-has 


been given to this Committas as | 


to’ what fonds ace availabie. 
Meanwhile the British Chsm- 
bars of Commerce in China have 
become active 
account, and have collected over 
£20,000 for promoting the edaca- 
tion of Chinese on British lines. 
After a graat deal of discussion 
jt has beendecided to spend the 
money.over # period of five years 
in making donations to several 
highly deserving British miasion-, 
ary secondery schools, for the 
speciied purpose of strengthen- 
ing. the British tesehing staffs, 
thus securing » better stendard 
of teaching in these schools, and 
providing fore larger number of 
scholars. Tbe Chambars hope to 
obtain more funds when times

Sun and the Presidency. 


The reported willingness of 
President Li Yuan-hing to retite 
in favour of Dr, Sun Yat-sen if 
Parliament approves, is an even 
more interesting announcement 
than Dr. Sun's statement that the 
trouble between the North and 
South iw at an end. The Iatter 
was obviously nat a correct “da. 
scription of ’ the situation, 
for reunification hss still to be 
accomplished. As to this latest 
report. we bave no great difficulty 
in believing that President Li 
would be willing to band over 
office to Dr. Sun or anybody else 
for that matter, ashe now knows 
from expermence .the «extreme 
difficulty of executive office in 
face of the arbitions of 
the military chiefs. Then 
there is an additional, resson 
for giving Dr. Son an opening 
to be found in the fact that Li 
was Vice-President when Sun 
held the provisional Presidency. 
However, the offer is contingent 
on Parliamentary approval, and 
it is doubtful whether tha M-P.'s 
would give San the preference 
over Li. Io one was, it might do 
Di. Sun a. world af goad to b> 
placed in office as the head 
executive. He might then realise 
that it is easier to criticise the 
Peking leaders than to do the 
actual leading.  Kuomistang 
members would, of course, hail 
the appointment with glee, but it 
would oot be long before Sen 
himself came to zee that the big 
work had still to bs done-—unifs- 
ing the country in such a wey 
that even Ghan King-ming would 
Tecognise the authority of Peking- 
And how would he cope witb the 
Northern War Lords? We fear 
that, ambitious as be is, avec Dr. 
Sun would sson pras tobe ralieved 
of the office to which he bas been 
so long aspiring. 


An Absurd Custom. 


' The well-worn question of the 
exclusien of retail mean from 
social clubs, has, we see, been 
raised in Shanghai, where con- 
siderable discussion on the sub- 
ject-is taking place. One -cor- 
respondent argues that no ex- 
Servicemen should be exctuded 
from thede clubs, as it was under 

stood that the war was fought for 
civilisation and to wipe oat stob- 
bery. But it would surely still 
be snobbery if retail men who 
were not ex-Servics men were 
diseriminated against There is 
no doubt that the prevalant cot 
tom inthe East of shutting retail 
men out’ of social clubs is 
wholly unjastited, from whatever 
standpoint it is viewed. It: 
is an absurd discrimination which ! 
is oo credit to the clubs 
perpetuating it. We should 
like to see it abandoned as.a 
foolish relic of other,days. “The 
retail man is just as necessary to 
the Eastern settlements as the 


arriving at a final decision, 
That is when dealing with such 
metapbysical abstracticns as 
In tho affairs 
of every-day Ife, conscience or 
common-sense should enable any 
man, woman of child, to dis 
tinguish between truth and false. 
hood..; Many witnesses, however, 
donot want to tell the plain truth, 
so they superadd or withhold, 
seeking to give a delusive-im- 
pression.

Those witnesses are 
just the ones that need binding 
downin the most categorical mab- 
ner (we are oot, of course, refer- 
ring to the higher type of Chinese). 
Day after day at {the Magistracy 
you can bear witnesses giving 
their testimony in a way that 
denotes either total ignorance 
of the law of perjury or-con- 
fidenca that their mendacity can- 
not be demonstrated.
